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Crackdown on I-94

The Romulus, Taylor and Michigan 
State police have begun a rigid crack- 
down on speed violators on I-94 between 
Taylor and Romulus. 

The joint effort began at approximately 
9:30 a.m. on December 1, with six police 
Cars patrolling both the east- and west- 
bound expressway. Chief Wilmoth and 
the State Police began working on the 
agreement to enforce the speed limit 
some six months ago. It is only a coinci- 
dence that the enforcement started at the 
same time that the new 65-mph speed 
limit for rural highways (which does not 
include the stretch of |-94 between Taylor 
and Romulus — it begins just west of 
Ann Arbor) took effect. 

Lieutenant David Early will be the 
“coordinator of the project. Early is along- 
time Romulus Police. Officer, and very 
experienced in this form of police work. 


_Lt-Early-said-this.is a very unique 
cooperative effort between the Romulus ~ 


Police, Taylor Police and the Michigan 
State Police. The reason for this effort is 
to try to reduce the high accident rate on 
|-94. | 

- The heavy patrol, according to Early, 


willbe on select days ofthe week, andno 


one, outside of the police departments, 
will Know which days those will be. 

The concentrated effort will be from 
the west part of Romulus to the east part 
of Taylor, says Early. There will be motor 
Carrier personnel from the State Police to 





handle much of the commercial traffic, 
trucks, etc. 

There was an accident on |-94 near 
Ozga Road on Monday, November 30, 
that leftone woman in critical condition. It 
is not known, however, if the accident 
was Caused by excessive speed. 

From 1984 to date, there have been 
five fatal accidents on |-94 between 
Wayne and Ecorse roads. Four of those 
accidents were alcohol related, and all 
occurred on the east-bound traffic lanes. 
This segment of I-94 is 10.93 miles long, 
and intersects with two major State trunk- 
lines, |-275 and US-24 (Telegraph). Also, 
there are three major interchanges that 
carry traffic to and from Metro Airport, 
Wayne Road, Merriman Road and Middle- 
belt Road. 


A large percentage of accidents occur 
between the hours of 6and9a.m., and 2 
and 8 p.m. Fridays average about 22% of 
the total accidents over a three-year peri- 
od from 1984 through 1986, and 22% of 
the vehicles involved in accidents were 
commercial. This is about 10% higher 
than the State average. 

Presently, with the 55-mph speed limit 
as itis, the average speed being traveled 
on the expressways is 68-71 mph. 

According to Lt. Early, the speed limit 
will be fully enforced. It is suggested that 
you watch your speed on both the ex- 
pressways and local streets. LJ

Councilman Ellis Pennington has de- 
clared that he will support the Mayor's 
veto of the emergency parking agreement 
recently passed by City Council. 

Wendell Flynn, owner of Airlines Park- 
ing, approached the City Council atits last 
meeting and asked for a variance to ex- 
tend his parking lot, located at Smith and 
Merriman. 

Also, Flynn asked for an approval to 
park cars on a non-existent lot (which 
would hold about 900 cars) due to what 
he feels will be an emergency situation 
because ofthe holidays. Mr. Flynn feels that 
the parking situation in Romulus will be 
so bad that cars will be illegally parked all

over Merriman and Middlebelt, and re- 
marked that his solution, which wouid get 
these cars.off the road, would make work 
a little easier for the Sheriffs Department. 
Councilman Wadsworth assured Flynn 
that his request for additional parking 
would not make much difference in how 
many tickets the Sheriffs Department 
issues. 

Pennington, along with all of the other 
Council members, voted to give Flynn the 
right to park cars on the vacant lot, even 
at the objection of some of the residents. 
The Mayor told Flynn that he absolutely 
amazed her with his requests. 

The day after the meeting, Mayor 


McAnally called in the City attorneys and 
decided to veto the Council's action. 

Inarecent interview with Councilman 
Pennington, he stated that he would sup- 
port the Mayor's veto. 

“When | voted on this issue, | con- 
sidered it to be an emergency situation, ’ 
Pennington said. Pennington made two 
trips to Flynn's place of business, Airlines 
Parking — one on Wednesday at 3 p.m., 
and the other on Thursday (Thanksgiving 
Day) around 4 p.m. — and found several 
parking spaces available in the already- 
approved parking lot. 

Pennington said, ‘On neither day did 
| see anything that resembled an emer- 





gency situation.’ He added, “When the 
vote was taken, | thought | was voting in 
the best interest of the community. After 
seeing there was no emergency situation

After losing the November 3 election 
by 19 votes, | thought that | would stay 
away from City Hall for awhile, but | de- 
cided to attend the Monday, November 23 
meeting of the City Council. What | saw 
terrified me, and was the most disgraceful 
show by City Council members in the 20 
years | have been going to Council meet- 
ings as a member and/or a citizen! 

The Mayor has since vetoed the 
Council action (her first), but the underly- 
ing facts involved should concern every 
single resident of this city. 

The issue deals with Airlines Parking 
and its owner, Wendell Flynn, a man not 
unfamiliar with controversy in political 
circles of the City. The entire story began 
to unfold late last year, when Flynn re- 
quested a Tax Increment Finance Author- 
ity (TIFA) district for a project that had 
already received Planning Commission 
approval based on Flynn’s agreementto 
pay for all improvements (roads, water & 
sewer, lighting, etc.) himself. 

Because there have been so many 
complaints by school districts who feel 
that TIFA funds are being misused, the 
TIFA law is currently under litigation to 
determine its legality. The Council, how- 
ever, didn't seem to be concerned with 
its legality — it voted to reimburse Flynn 
for all costs relating to the project. | was 
the only member of Council to vote 
against this (February, 1987), and | still 
contend that this arrangement is illegal. 
But what has transpired since that time 
brings us to what happened November 
23. 

Since obtaining this TIFA, Flynn has 
pursued the acquisition of residential 
property east of his Airline Parking prop- 
erty at Merriman and Smith roads. Being 
successful in purchasing some homes 
on Hudson Street, Flynn embarked on 
an allegedly illegal expansion of his park- 
ing facility over City-owned property (an 
undeveloped road), and was cited for 
other violations. In a letter dated March 3, 
1987, Flynn was told by Romulus City 
Attorneys to comply with City ordinances 
or the City would see him in court. In the 
letter, the attorneys cited Flynn with: 

... Illegally expanded your parking lot, 
the elevation of which is improperly flood- 
ing adjacent property owners and was 
done without permit or DNR approval. ... 
You have illegally encroached on an alley 


and two roads, platted and dedicated to. 


edge and approval. Your temporary fence 
and parking lot lighting have been in- 
Stalled without the required permits, all of 
which are actions which may subject 
you to Civil and Criminal penalties.” 

The attorneys gave Flynn seven days 
to correctthe situation. He didn’t, and the 
City filed suit. 

Flynn responded by sending a March 
11 letter to the City attorneys, asking fora 
two-week extension. The extension, how- 
ever, was not given. 

Flynn recently requested the rezoning 
of the property he has acquired east of his 
business, and has received both Planning 
Commission and City Council approval. 
He has yet to get the alley vacated, a re- 
quest that was denied earlier when resi- 
dents in the area asked City Council to 
take action about a year ago. 

Under the persistent leadership and 
insistence of newly elected Council mem- 
ber Jimmie Raspberry, and supported by 
Council member Noah Pete Bergeron, the 
Council disgracefully threw out every pol- 
icy and procedure, and thumbed its nose 
at the rule of law in the City of Romulus by 
its November 23 action. Flynn had asked 
to park holiday travelers’ cars onthe prop- 
erty being litigated by the City. With a unan- 
imous vote, Council said to hell with the 
City ordinances, and set a very dangerous 
precedent, bypassing the Planning Com- 
mission and the Board of Appeals. 


As shocked residents who attended 
the meeting filed out of the Council cham- 
bers, many commented on the consistent 
tendency of Council to bend to the ‘big- 
money people’ while, at the same time, 
impeding the ‘little guy. Many also felt 
thatthe ordinary citizen is made to comply 
with every letter of the City Code of Ordi- 
nances, while the City turns its head 
where big business is concerned. 

Raspberry and Bergeron led the farce 


that night at the Council level, and | would 


hope that citizens watch what has tran- 
spired very closely. It has set the tone for 
the next two years of City Government, 
and that is very frightening. Had it not 
been for the Mayor having the courage to 
veto this action, Romulus would have 
nothing but problems in the future. Flynn 
has 13 other ordinance violations pending 
in Court at this time, yet Council has, by 
its actions, sent a message to Flynn and 
other developers that says, ‘Go ahead 
and break the law. Council will back you.’ 

| wonder what laws Raspberry and 
Bergeron had in mind as they raised their 
hands to take the Oath of Office Novem- 
ber 9? If their actions, as well as those of 
the rest of the Council that night, are any 
indication, Romulus residents are in for

House Acts to Prevent Elderly Abuse 

Legislation aimed atthe elimination of 
elderly abuse in Michigan has been ap- 
proved by the House. The bill would re- 
quire the Office of Services to the Aging 
(OSA) to work with other State agencies 
to develop an older-persons’ abuse-pre- 
vention program and fund grants to local 
agencies or organizations that provide 
services to the elderly. The OSA would 
also develop pilot programs on abuse 
prevention and report their impact to the 
Legislature. 
Bill Would Aid Workers Affected by 
Plant Closings 

Employers planning to close a plant 
would have to give employees 60 days 
notice and offer severance pay to work- 
ers under legislation recently introduced

in the House. The bill, aimed at providing 
an economic safety netfor workers whose 
jobs are eliminated due to plant closings, 
would require severance pay of one 
week’s wage for each year of employ- 
ment to laid-off or dislocated workers. 
House Panel Urges Greater Coordina- 
tion of Children, Family Services 

The House Ad Hoc Committee on 
Early Intervention and Prevention of Juve- 
ile Delinquency has recommended that 
the State create an agency to oversee 
and centralize children and family serv- 
ices. The committee also recommended 
improved local plans for comprehensive 
child abuse and neglect services, estab- 
lishment of a toll-free State substance- 
abuse line and an increase in the number 
of guidance counselors in elementary 
schools. 
Repairs Disclosure for New-Car Buy- 
ers Approved by House Panel 

Legislation requiring that automobile 
dealers disclose major repairs to new- 
car buyers has passed the House Con- 
sumers Committee. The legislation would 
require automobile dealers to provide 
prospective buyers of new and demon- 
strator vehicles with written notice of any 
repairs made totalling $250 or more. 
House Votes Equal Insurance Com- 
pany Tax, Property Tax Relief 

The House has approved a plan to 
create a more equitable way of taxing 
insurance companies and provide about 
$80 million in property-tax relief for indi- 
vidual taxpayers. The legislation, spurred 
by a court ruling that the old system was 
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two-percent tax on.all premiums of both 
in-state and out-of-state insurance com- 
panies and provide property-tax relief 
beginning in the next fiscal year. 
Guidelines for Fire Fighters Training 
Council Approved by House Panel 

The House Human Resources and 
Senior Citizens Committee has approved 
a bill to require the Fire Fighters Training 
Council to develop more stringent stan- 
dards for the fire fighters training program. 
The legislation would require permanent, 
full-time employees to complete basic 
training of at least 264 hours within 12 
months of their hiring date and at least 
132 hours completed basic training for 
volunteer or paid-on-call fire fighters. 
Legislation Would Allow Public Vote 
on Death Penalty 

Use of the death penalty for persons 
convicted of assaulting a law-enforce- 
ment officer with intent to kill that officer 
while he or she is in the course of duty 
would be allowed under legislation re- 
cently introduced in the House. The bill 
package includes a constitutional amend- 
ment which would have to be approved by 
voters, since the Michigan Constitution 
forbids use of the death penalty. 
Proposed Legislation Targets Erosion 
Problems | 

Prospective buyers of shoreline prop- 
erty would be protected by a pair of bills 
introduced in the House and Senate. The 
House bill would require owners of shore- 
line property to notify potential buyers if 
the land is in an erosion-prone area as 
defined by the State.

The one characteristic all asthmatics 
share is ahypersensitive airway system. 
When an asthma attack is triggered, these 
hypersensitive airways become narrow 
and fill up with mucus, making it difficult to 
breathe. Although mild asthma is some- 
times more of a nuisance than a life- 
threatening condition, prompttreatmentis 
necessary to avoid potential complica- 
tions. 

Three percent of the United States 
population, including both children and 
adults, suffers from asthma. However, 
thanks to extensive research and the In- 
troduction of new medications, this condi- 
tion is indeed treatable, and there is no 


reason why an asthmatic should not lead 
a full and productive life. 
What Happens During an Attack? 

Picture the human respiratory system 
as an upside-down tree. Air is taken in 
through the windpipe, or trachea (the trunk 
of the tree), which divides into two main 
branches called bronchi. The bronchi 
further divide into smaller branches called 
bronchioles. The bronchioles end in clus- 
ters of air sacs, or alveoli. Within the 
alveoli oxygen-laden air is exchanged for 
deoxygenated air (air that has already 
been used by the body). 

During an asthma attack the smooth 
muscles that wrap around the bronchioles 
tighten, shutting off the flow of air to and 
from the alveoli. In addition, because of 
irritation the soft membranes that line the 
bronchioles become inflamed, and the 
secretion of mucus increases. Because 


Starve a Cold?

‘Starve acold, feed a fever. How many 
times have we heard this saying? The cold 
season is upon us! Winter hasn't decided 
whether we should have rain, sun, or 
snow. This is the perfect time for getting a 
cold. They say Americans spend millions 
of dollars on all kinds of potions to prevent 
or get rid of colds, and yet most of us still 
get them. 

Now, I'm not going to tell you about 
some magic cure for the cold, but | am 
going to tell you what can help to bring a 
cold on. 

1. Changing weather 

2. Being run down for a prolonged 

period of time 

3. Improper nerve supply 

4. A body full of toxins or waste 
Changing Weather 

Weather like we have been having 
forces our bodies to adapt to the changes 
in weather. These changes often occur 
faster than our bodies can handle. If this 
happens, then a cold can result. 

Run Down 

We just never have time to ‘smell the 
roses in this society. We are constantly 
on the go with the result that our bodies 
never really geta chance to catch up. Our 
time at rest is when our bodies repair and 
replace damaged tissues. If we are al- 
ways on the go, the body just has to 
‘make do’ with what it has to work with. 

Along with being on the go, we tend to 
not eat properly. This doesn't give the ol’ 
bod much to work with. You see, the food 
that you eat is turned into brain tissue, 
heart tissue, and every other tissue that 
we need to live. Which may be why some 
of us have peanut butter and jelly brains! 
(Just kidding!) Food is essential for proper 
growth, and has a lot to do-with our-bodies 
functioning properly. 


Improper Nerve Supply 

Just as our bodies need food to supply 
the materials to make new cells, we also 
have to have a good nerve supply so our 
brain can communicate to the rest of us. 
Our nervous systems are like the elec- 
trical system in a house. If the electricity is 
off, then no TV tonight. But, by finding the 
place where the power is cut off and re- 
Storing it, “Monday Night Football’ once 
again becomes a reality. 

In our bodies, we can have ‘pinched 
nerves. These nerves can be interfered 
with by falls, accidents and traumas. The 


only way our bodies can repair or replace 


damaged tissue is for the brain to tell it to. 
lf the nerves are interfered with, then the 
job doesn't get done. A chiropractor spe- 
cializes in pinched nerves and correcting 
the cause of them by gentle adjustments. 
Body Full of Toxins 

Once those tissues are replaced, the 
old tissue then becomes just so much 
‘garbage’ to our systems. We have to get 
rid of these toxins as quickly as possible 
so that they don tharm healthy cells. If we 
have more toxins than our bodies can 
handle, they have to take drastic mea- 
sures to get rid of them. One measure our 
bodies take is to give us acold! A cold is 
what? A runny nose (to get rid of wastes), 
a fever (to burn up poisons), and coughing 
(to clean out the throat). Actually, when 
you look at it, a cold is a ‘blessing in dis- 
guise. Trying to suppress the symptoms 
of a cold only forces your body to put the 
wastes somewhere else — possibly to 
the tonsils, appendix, or other healthy 
tissues. 

The moral of this story is: Keep your 
body’s resistance up by eating properly 
and regularly, get adequate rest, and keep 
a good nerve supply by getting periodic 
checkups by a Doctor of Chiropractic. UO 


this bronchial mucus is unusually sticky, 
coughing fails to expel it. The mucus 
plugs up the bronchioles, making it ex- 
tremely difficult to exhale, and causes 
the wheezing sound characteristic of an 
asthma attack. 

Because greater difficulty is experi- 
enced in breathing out than in breathing 
in, increased amounts of stale air are 
retained in the lungs with each breath. In 
a severe attack, this can lead to a feeling 
of near suffocation. - 

Causes 

A variety of stimuli can trigger an asth- 
matic attack in a susceptible individual. 
When asthmaruns in the family, and par- 
ticularly if it begins in childhood, the stimu- 
lus is often found to be an allergen (a sub- 
stance that produces an allergic reaction). 
The asthma is part of the allergic re- 
sponse. Common allergens include pol- 
len, mold spores, house dust, pet dander, 
and dairy products, especially eggs and 
milk. 

An asthma attack may also be trig- 
gered by an irritating substance in the air 
— notnecessarily an allergen — suchas 
chemical fumes, excessive air pollution, 
insecticides, chalk dust, tobacco smoke, 
and other environmental pollutants. Many 
people suffer from asthma caused by sub- 
stances to which they are exposed on 
the job. 

Sometimes asthma becomes worse 
as aresult of arespiratory infection. Asth- 
ma may also be provoked by strenuous 
exercise or exposure to cold air. 

Scientific opinion is divided as to 
whether emotional factors play an impor- 
tant part in causing asthma in either chil- 
dren or adults. However, one thing is cer- 
tain: the emotional complications result- 
ing from the frustration and fear of being 
an asthmatic should be taken as Seriously 
as the disease itself. 

Prevention 

lf a particular allergen has been pin- 
pointed, every effort should be made to 
avoid contact with it. For instance, if the 
allergen is house dust, the asthma vic- 
tim’s room should be kept as free as pos- 
sible of dust by frequent cleaning. Objects 
that collect dust, such as heavy drapes, 
thick rugs, wool blankets, and knicknacks, 
should be removed. Someone other than 
the asthmatic should do the cleaning, and 
the asthmatic should stay out of the room 
until at least an hour after the cleaning has 
been completed. If the asthma has been 
found to be caused by animal dander from 
a pet, the animal may have to be given 
away, or atleast kept out of the asthmatic’s 
bedroom. 

Often, however, especially ifthe aller- 
gen is present year-round (as is true of 
house dust and pet dander), itis very diffi- 
cult to keep from coming into contact with 
it. In this case, the asthmatic may some- 
times be helped by a process called 
immunotherapy. Over a period of several 


weeks, the asthmatic is given a series of 


injections containing increasing amounts 
ofthe allergen so that tolerance is built up 
to it. These injections are usually given by 
an allergist. 

Another form of preventive therapy is 
the use of a medication that will suppress 
an asthma attack before it begins. This 
type of treatment is particularly effective 
for exercise-induced asthma. 
Treatment 

The most widely used preparations for 
treating asthmatic attacks are broncho- 
dilators. Bronchodilators relax the mus- 
cles that tighten around the bronchioles 
during an asthma episode, reducing 
swelling of the mucous membranes and 
loosening the plugs of mucus that have 
collected in the bronchioles. 

Bronchodilators are available in oral, 
injectable, and aerosol form. The oral 
preparations take somewhat longer to 
work than the aerosol forms, butthey also 
last longer. An adapter is available for 
people who have trouble timing actuation 
of the aerosol spray with inspiration. 
Inhalant bronchodilators should be used 
only as directed in order to avoid side 
effects. Consult your doctor promptly if 
the inhaler seems to be becoming less 
effective. 

lf bronchodilators do not succeed in 
stopping asthmatic attacks, oral or in- 
halant corticosteroids may be prescribed. 
Steroids must be used under close medi- 
cal supervision, as they potentially can 
have more severe side effects than other 
antiasthmatic preparations. Some asth- 
matics are ‘steroid-dependent and re- 
quire long-term steroid therapy. 

There are also some other methods 
that can prevent, ease, or shorten asth- 
matic attacks. One of these is getting into 
a position where the mucus can drain 
from the lungs, for example, by lying on 
your back on abed with your head hang- 
ing over the side. Other techniques in- 
clude special breathing exercises and 
biofeedback methods.

The minutes of the regular Council 
meeting were adopted for November 2 
and November 9. 

A special approval was adopted for 
the new day-care treatment center at 
39010 Wabash to be called Special Tree, 
Limited. All members of Council voted in 
favor. ; 


Also, a special use approval was 
granted to Snappy Car Rental to use the 
northwest corner of Middlebelt and Ecorse 
roads as arental site, but they must also 
get a variance approval for that site. 

‘Mike Building Company asked the 
Council to rezone a parcel of land on 
Wick near the railroad tracks so that it 
could build a mobile-home park there. 
The Planning Commission had suggest- 
ed the rezoning be denied by Council, 
and they did, in fact, deny that request. 
There will be no mobile homes erected 
at that location. 

Councilman Bergeron made a motion 
and Raspberry seconded the motion to 
allow Markin and Sowards Company to 
transfer a tax abatement to the City of 
Wayne. Everyone except Pennington 
voted yes on the transfer. 

Mary Ann Banks presented a plaque 
awarded to the City from the Huron Dis- 
trict Boy Scouts of America for this city's 
Outstanding and loyal support of that 
organization. 


The agenda was amended to allow 
Wendell Flynn, owner of Airlines Parking, 
to ask for a variance on his property so 
that he can add to his existing parking 
facility at Wick and Merriman. He also 
requested that he be allowed to park cars 
on the property, before it is finished, for 
the holiday season. The Council, after 
much discussion by Flynn, agreed to al- 
low him to park cars on that site over the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays. 
Tuesday morning, the Mayor exercised 
her right to veto that approval. (More infor- 
mation on this item can be found in the 
News 'N’ Views section and the article 
about Mr. Pennington's support of the 
Mayor's veto.)

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Council Meeting Held 
November 19 


A budget amendment was approved 
by Council to allow more funds for proj- 
ects at Elmer Johnson Park. The amount 
asked for and approved was $10,180. 

Another budget request was approved 
by Council for the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant, and yet another was 
approved to move money from the Water 
and Sewer Fund to the major and local 
street funds. 

Wadsworth voted no to let bids for hot 
patch work on local and major roads. 
Rey-Mart Asphalt Company was not the 
low bidder of the two returned bids, al- 
though Rey-Mart did include in its bid the 
prep work to be done while the other 
bidder did not. The reason the other com- 
pany didn'tinclude the prep work in its bid 
was that it was not asked for on the bid 
form. The Mayor felt that the bid should 
be re-issued so that the other company 
or companies could include prep work in 
their bidding. It will be re-advertised that 
the City is to let bids for hot patch work. 

The bid for water and service repair 
parts was awarded to S.L.C. Meter Ser- 
vice, the only bidder. 

A bid was awarded to Coleman Supply 
Company for janitorial supplies. The bid 
was for $1,424. 

The purchase of front mowers will be 
from Gross Equipment Company at a 
cost of $17,000. The other company that 
bid was W.F. Miller. Although Miller's bid 
was lower, it did not meet with the City’s 
specifications. 

Apollo Fire Equipment Company will 
supply bunker parts for our Fire Depart- 
ment, as they were the lowest bidder for 
those supplies. Total cost was $3,980. 

Typewriter maintenance in the amount 
of $3,068 was awarded to Metropolitan 
Office Equipment Company. 

Domtar Industries will receive $45,270 
to supply the City with salt for road main- 
tenance on local and major roads this 
winter. 

Police car security partitions will be 
installed at a cost of $1,745 by Automotive 
Prototypes and Equipment, Inc. 

The resurfacing of the tennis courts 
at Elmer Johnson Park will be done by 
Rauch Brothers Paving Company at a 
cost of $13,200. 

Four-year terms were awarded to Don 
Bales, Phil Renke and Harlan Whichello, 
as they were reappointed to the Tax Incre- 
ment Finance Authority. Matthew Raftary 
and Dennis Oakes were also reappointed 
to the TIFA Board for the Mayor's present 
term of office.

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It's the Law

Q. May! sue a minor for breech of 
contract? 

A. Generally, the policy ofthe law is 
to discourage adults from contracting with 
minors by giving minors the right to void 
their contracts. While a minor has the right 
to void a contract, an adult is usually 
bound by a contract. Thus, if an adult 
sues a minor for breech of contract, the 
minor can simply inform the court that he 
wishes to void the contract. However, the 
minor may sue the adult on the same 
contract and the adult would not have the 
option of voiding the contract. 

Q. Whatis the function of the Judge 
in a criminal jury trial? 





A. Thejudge instructs the jury as to 
the law that is to be applied to a particular 
case. The judge also determines the 
materiality of testimony, resolves objec- 
tions during trial, decides whether evi- 
dence has been properly presented, and 
determines whether expert witnesses are 
properly qualified to testify.

Summing Up 
Asthma, if left untreated, can be a dis- 
abling disease. Every effort should be 
made to identify the factors responsible 
for the attacks, because prevention is the 
foundation of effective treatment. 

A variety of therapeutic approaches 
may be tried to control asthma; effective 
therapy usually involves a combination of 
treatments that may include drugs, avoid- 
ance of allergens, and immunotherapy. 
Although many people believe that asth- 
ma is an emotional disorder, this does not 
seem to be the case. However, asthma — 
like any chronic disease — can produce 
emotional problems that involve not only 
the victim but other family members as 
well.
